Hospital faces 
new problems 
in construction 


Lompoc Hospital District already beset by delays in state approval for 
construction of a convalescent hospital, faced new problems today. 
Hospital Administrator Kenneth D. Wicks said the hospital board must 
retain a geologic engineer to investigate the earth strata under the hospital 
in order to meet requirements of state law that goes into effect in a few 
days. The district must also clear the design of the hospital and elements of 
an expansion program on Hickory Avenue with a structural engineer, Wicks 
said. 


Wicks is uncertain how much the new studies will cost, but is resigned to 
some steep expenditures. 
Meanwhile a new application for the convalescent hospital is being 
prepared for submission to the Channel Counties Comprehensive Health 
Planning Council, first step enroute to state okay. 
Last June voters approved a $1.5 million bond issue to build a proposed 74- 
bed convalescent hospital at Walnut Avenue and Third Street, and to 
augment accumulated reserve funds for expansion of the acute care 
hospital on Hickory Avenue. 
The state rejected the 74-bed proposal, but indicated a modified proposal 
might win final approval. 


N. Viets boycott peace conference 


PARIS (U P I) - The future of the 
13-nation 
conference 
called

Vietnam was plunged into crisis 
today. 
The North Vietnamese boycotted 
the key peace planning session at 
the conference and blocked progress 
on a blueprint for peace, forcing 
cancellation of the meeting. In 
Saigon earlier they had halted the 
release of more American prisoners 
of war.

directed 
Secretary of State William 
P. 
Rogers to start formal inquiries at 
the Paris conference on why Hanoi 
was holding up the POW release and 
told him to make it top priority over 
work of the conference itself.

conference table but the whole 
future of the conference seemed in 
doubt with Nixon s directive to

Committee shelves 
Reagan tax cut bill 
Two indictments dismissed

Reagan's temporary tax cut bill was 
shelved indefinitely at its first committee 
hearing and the Assembly sponsor said 
today Democrats were "alm ost suicidally 
wrong" for doing it. 
"I think the Democratic opposition is 
almost suicidally wrong when they deny 
the income taxpayer some relief. He wants 
his share, instead of talk about grandiose 
program s," said Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley. R-San Rafael 
Reagan’s proposal to dispose of an 
unprecedented 
$852 
million 
revenue 
surplus was “ taken under submission 
Monday by the Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation Committee, dominated 11-6 by 
Democrats. 
Normally, this would mean the bill is 
dead. 
But 
the 
committee 
chairman. 
Assemblyman Joe A. Gonsalves, D-La 
Mirada, 
said 
the 
measure 
could 
be 
reconsidered in later weeks after “ a lot of 
questions" are answered about whether 
the entire $852 million surplus actually 
exists. 
Besides that issue. Democrats protested 
the bill s income tax cut favors the rich. 
"Anybody who says we re trying to rip 
off the poor to give to the rich is engaging 
in a very dangerous game around here and 
I want to make that clear," Bagley told the 
committee. 
Under the bill (AB148), taxes on income 


earned 
this 
calendar 
year 
would 
be 
reduced across-the-board by 20 per cent. 
That would use up $405 million. In addition, 
Bagley amended the m easure to eliminate 
income taxes entirely for persons earning 
less than $6,000 This would use only $10.7 
million, but affect one-third of the single 
taxpayers and a half million income tax 
returns. 


Two other features of the bill are 
relatively noncontroversial: A delay until 
next January in a penny sales tax increase 
scheduled for June, using up $368 million; 
and acquisition of beach property and 
earthquake-proofing the state capitol, at 
$77 million. 


Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post, a 
nonpartisan, contended the $852 million 
surplus figure "is no longer valid.” 


He recommended the legislature delay 
acting on the bill until it decides whether to 
use some of the surplus for programs 
threatened by President Nixon’s federal 
cutbacks. He added “ it m akes good sense” 
to save some of the surplus for this to 
prevent a later tax increase which might 
be needed to keep endangered programs 
alive.” 
“ If you think you re going to fund on­ 
going program s with a one-time surplus, I 
quit,” countered Bagley.

U.S. D istrict Court Judge Matt Byrne Monday dism issed 
two of the 15 indictments against Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo, reserved judgment on two others until 
today, and let 11 stand. 


Ellsberg and Russo were charged with espionage, theft 
and conspiracy for actions they took in making public the 
classified report on the origins of the Vietnam War. They 
admit they did it but deny what they did was a crime. 
A tag end of the prosecution case was expected to take 
only a short time to clear up today, and defense attorneys 
planned to begin presentation of their case. 


It is expected the defense will call about 35 witnesses 
over seven weeks, including congressmen, at least one 
former 
am bassador 
and 
other 
present 
and 
former 
government officials. 
The defense is trying to show that the information in the 
Pentagon Papers could not have helped enemy planners and 
that it is a common practice for officials to make classified 
information public for their own purposes.

Information, a private Washington institute that studies 
dissemination to the public of information on defense 
topics. 
The second was to be Samuel A. Adams of Leesburg, Va., 
a CIA analyst, who was expected to contradict one of the 
prosecution's key witnesses. 
Lee Oswald widow to get $18,000 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI > — The government must pay the 
widow of Lee Harvey Oswald $17,729 for personal property 
seized by the FBI during the investigation of the assassin a­ 
tion of President John F. Kennedy, the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled Monday. 
The court agreed with Marina Oswald Porter that she 
should receive collector's value prices for the letters, 
photographs, diary, wallet and other personal effects 
confiscated. 
The ruling overturned a 1970 U.S. district court decision 
that had awarded Mrs. Porter only $3,000 for the item s, 
which were used in the investigation and afterward placed 
permanently in the U.S. Archives in Washington. 
“ Were it not for the government’s exercise of its power of 
eminent domain here, Oswald’s widow would have been 
able to realize, through sales to the public, the collector’s 


value of the items in question,” the circuit court said. 
"There w as a viable market, albeit a collector’s market, 
for the item s for which Mrs. Porter seeks compensation. 
The circuit court rejected argum ents by government at­ 
torneys that the enhanced value of Oswald’s papers because 
of his notoriety should not in fairness be awarded to the 
wrongdoer’s survivor. 
“ Were it not for the taking, the owner, Oswald’s widow, 
would have been able to realize a premium for Oswald’s 
effects simply because of their association with the killing 
of the president — regardless whether this court condones 
the realization of any premium attributable to such a 
crim e,” the court said. 
The Russian-born Mrs. Porter, 32, who lives in a Dallas 
suburb with the attorney she married in 1965, originally 
asked for nearly $500,000 compensation.

Nixon anti-poverty plans 
challenged by lawsuits

Nixon has declared his intention to 
dismantle OEO, to transfer som e of its 
program s to other federal agencies but to 
give much of the anti-poverty effort back 
to the states and localities to be conducted

Manson says 'family' just having fun 


LOS A N G ELES (UPI > — The Manson Fam ily was just ” 
a lot of people having fun.” said Charles Manson Monday, 
returning to the courthouse where he was convicted of nine 
murders as the guru Svengali of the hippie tribe. 
He had no reason to be angry with Sharon Tate, he said 
under questioning. 
It didn't occur to him until after the murder spree had 
ended and he and many of his followers were in jail, that “ a 
lot of people" did whatever he told them to. he said. 


Manson, brought from prison where he is serving life 
sentences, w as led into court chained hand and foot. Now 
38. he appeared sunken-eyed. 


His hair, which once flowed over his shoulders, 
cropped short. Barefoot, in faded prison denims, his v 
was 
w rists 


fastened to his sides by a chain around his waist and his 
ankles shackled together, Manson clanked through the 
hallways of the courthouse where his sensational trial for 
the Tate-LaBianca murders made headlines in 1970. 
Manson was called to testify in the sanity portion of the 
trial of four followers. They were found guilty last week of 
trying to steal 143 firearm s from a war surplus store, 
allegedly to mount a commando raid on the jail-courthouse 
building to free Manson. 
Their defense attorneys hope to show they were sc 
thoroughly under Manson's power that they were not 
responsible for their actions. 
Manson challenged the concept of the “ Manson Fam ily,” 
calling his followers “ just part of a group that the 
newspapers made up ... and there was no motivating force 
other than a lot of people having fun.

"Lt. Calley 
is not receiving any pay and

Earlier, a friend of Dion's testified he saw the baby's 
mother feed the child tequila and beer and once saw her 
sling the baby over her back “ like a rag doll." 
The couple were charged with brutalizing the child. 
Rainbow Dawn Young, to the extent of causing her death 
last Oct. 28, 
Bobby said he was walking up the hill past Dion’s 
campsite and "saw a person with long hair kind of dragging 
the baby up the hill by the arm ." He said the baby was 
naked and crying. 
The boy said he later went back to the area and heard 
Dion yelling “ 
you, you bitch. If the baby doesn’t stop 
crying I'll put this right through her back and then yours." 
Bobby’s father, Wayne Miller, also took the stand and 
testified that Dion had a drinking problem. He said that he 
and his wife once remonstrated with Dion and Mrs. Young 
about their treatment of Dawn and received the response, 
"You raise your kids the way you want to and we’ll do what 
we want with ours."

“Boone’s Farm,” “Swiss- 
UP>”, 
“ Ripple,”

Largo.“ the list goes on and 
on.

gallons of these wines were 
sold in 1971, a 47.2 percent 
hike over 1970. 
“Today,” says one wine 
editor, “people, by trial and 
error, are finding their way

"The day of the wine* 
snob’is dead, he said 
The 
vast 
majority 
of 
flavored wines come from 
the Modesto area, where the 
Gallo Brothers were the 
pioneers in the field. The E. 
& J. Gallo Winery is the 
leading single producer and 
marketer of wine in the 
nation. 
In 1905, the United States 
Government authorized the 
production 
and 
sale 
of 
flavored wines, said Julio 
Gallo. 
“They 
are 
essentially 
apertifs,” he said. 
In 1957 Gallo introduced 
Thunderbird, which had un­ 
precedented success. 
“When we came out with 
Thunderbird 
and 
sales 
zoomed, the 
wme snobs’ 
challenged us for flavoring 
wine,” Ernest Gallo relates. 
"We regard this as pure 
sour grapes. Flavoring wine 
is

flavoring alcohol to make 
gin.” 


Brady 
McManus,

executive with rival Italian 
Swiss Colony, producer of

flavored wines, agrees. 
“The American taste has 
been conditioned to mixed 
drinks,” he said 
McManus recalled that in 
the 1950s young adults were 
flavoring their wine even 
before the industry got into 
the act 
“Remember 
W.P.L.J?” 
he asked. “That White Port 
and Lemon Juice.” 
Bernard Skoda, assistant 
general manager at Louis 
Martini 
winery, 
thinks 
much of the credit for the 
rapid

drinking should go to both 
Gallo 
and

advertising and promotion. 
Italian Swiss’ “Little Old 
W inemaker” 
television 
commercial was a prime 
example, Skoda said 
Skoda also felt the rapid

“ helped 
make 
American 
familiar

wine.” He also praised the 


promotional activities of the

Francisco, on “umbrella"

Fezler's missed putts

Water too warm 
for the salmon 


Officials mum on umpire's case 
Why did NLfire Stan Landes? 


By M. C. Cockshott 


There has been no change in the salmon picture. A total 
of about 30 fish have been brought in so far. Last 
Wednesday was a banner day, with a salmon being brought 
in to Harbor Associates Landing! 
So far there are no indications of any improvement. The 
fish are no doubt in deep water, but the ocean still registers 
around 58 degrees,which is six degrees above salmon 
temperature. 
Fisherman who have launched their boats, take a 
perfunctory swing across the potential salmon water, then 
wisely hit for the Pecho Rock area for rock fish, and are 
well rewarded The blue fish, a species of rock bass, are 
thick this year, and will hit most anything. One boat we saw 
complained that they had left a bare hook line dragging in 
the water and a big blue had snapped at the shiny hook, and 
took the whole outfit, a complete loss! 
The faster boats of the San Luis Sports Fishing have been 
going down below Point Sal, and really hitting the big ling 
cod. We had a call from a very satisfied customer calling 
attention to the courtesy and service rendered by the Sato 
family. 
The salmon situation is very “ chaney” ,. For instance, it 
was just as bad out of the Golden Gate, yet in Monterey 
waters it was rated good! Just these darn warm water 
currents being blown north by heavy weather in the south is 
about the best exceuse. 


In the Ventura area, bottom fishing has been excellent, 
with bonita present, and no doubt coming into local waters. 
Beyond that the salmon boat had no luck. Here again the 
warn current kept them away deep. Out towards the 
islands, fishing for white sea bass has been paying off with 
lunkers in the 25 pound class caught. 
Years ago when we fished outside of the kelp beds in the 
El Capitan area we took light tackle, and fished for small 
mackerel which we found the deadliest bait. All one had to 
do was to keep the bass from hitting into the kelp. The fish 
had uncanny knack of winding the line around the long kelp 
roots, and that was usually it! 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Local lakes are slowly getting back into shape, with 
Cachuma probably starting to come into its own, with three 
and four pound trout being caught. This does not mean that 
the average angler is going to load up on the big fish, but 
least he has a sporting chance. 
Lopez Lake has been good on bass, at least for those who 
know their bass fishing. Seems as of late bass fishing has 
developed into an art, not merely throwing a plug or plastic 
worn haphazardly about the water. The art of “ spoon 
plugging is apparently coming into practice from eastern 
anglers, with special note being taken of the bottom of the 
lake. We have been reading up on this art from “ Tom 
McNallys Bible” , a very comprehensive book on fishing 
written by the outdoor editor of the Chicago Tribune. We 
recommend this as a worthwhile addition to any freshwater 
anglers library. 
Margarita Lake still good on crappie and catfish, the lake 
has crested and is pouring over the spillway. 
Last week we have a report that Laguna and Atascadero 
Lakes were to have been planted, and the weather has been 
perfect. 
We have no very definite reports from Nacimiento Lake, 
but local anglers who went there during the holiday 
weekend did well on bass and catfish. So far no white bass 
have shown up. The lake is gradually filling up, and 
promises good fishing later on. 


FISHING RUNDOWN 
Here is a run down of fishing waters compiled by the 
D FG . They state that most Southern California Streams 
that are stocked are in the four national forests that blanket 
the southland s mountains. 
Virtually all Southland lakes and reservoirs are owned 
and operated by water conservation districts or other 
public agencies. The DFG does not publish maps, but all 
lakes and reservoirs are shown on California highway maps 
available at service stations. 
At most lakes, the operating agency charges a small fee 
to take care of necessary services, and in some cases the 
operating agency augments the stocking program by 
purchasing additional fish, as is the case at Cachuma. The 
state does not stock fish in private waters or in water 
abutting private land, unless such waters are open to the 
public to fish without charge, except a reasonable charge as 
mentioned above to cover overhead 
The angler willing to hike several miles will find wild or 
streamgrown trout in remote sections of many mountain 
streams. Most streams are small, as are the trout waters 
include the Sisquoc River headwaters, and the San Gabriel 
and Bear Creek Rivers. Here brown and rainbow 
fingerlings are periodically packed into these back country 
streams by the DFG and Forest Service, to replenish the 
trout population that may have been hurt by forest fires or 
stream scouring 
There is no closed season in Southern California, all that 
is needed is a valid license, for all over 16 years of age. 
ABA: Pacers win one

NEW YORK—(NEA) — Stan Landes, who was good 
enough to be plate umpire in the 1972 All-Star game, has 
been fired by National League President Charles (Chub) 
Feeney. Landes says he does not know why. Feeney re­ 
fuses to tell. 
Fellow National League umpire Tom Gorman said he 
was “ amazed” when he read the news in a newspaper. 
He phoned other umpires and they didn’t have any an­ 
swer either. “ Stan was a great umpire,” said Gorman. 
Chicago Cub pitcher Milt Pappas saw Landes recently 
at a baseball writers dinner in Milwaukee and told the 
umpire that he couldn’t believe it. “ You’re one of the best 
in the league,” said Pappas. This is mighty praise. For 
any pitcher knows that you need a pretty powerful 
lantern even in daylight to find a good umpire. 
Montreal manager Gene Mauch added, “ Over a period 
of many years I thought Stan Landes was as good an 
umpire as we’ve had in the league.” 
Landes can’t get an answer out of Feeney. 
“ He won’t answer my calls and he won't answer my 
letters,” said Landes, who is currently working in a 
hardware store in Milwaukee. 
“ 1 worked in the league for 18 years. 1 dedicated my 
life to umpiring. You’d think I’d get different treatment 
But umpires are usually treated as the lowest form of 
labor,” said Landes. 
“ We’re told to go here, we’re told to go there, cross­ 
ing the country, not being able to charter planes like the 
teams do, asked to account for silly things like how much 
food we ate at the All-Star game, and at opening day in 
San Francisco when our uniforms didn’t show up and I 
wore my suit and ripped my pants and ruined my own 
pair of shoes, we never got reimbursed,” said Landes. 
“ So of course I’ve been making a stink.” 
“ Landes,” said an executive in the commissioner’s 
office who asked for understandable anonymity, “ has 
always been a sort of rebel.” 
Landes received a two-paragraph letter from Feeney 
dated Nov. 3, 1972. The letter said that his one-year con­ 
tract would not be renewed. The letter said that younger 
men were going to be given a chance. 
It was the same day, Nov. 3, in which Landes was 
outspoken at an Umpires Assn. meeting in New York 
"They couldn’t shut me up,” he said. 
He complained: (1) That John Reynolds, attorney for 
the Umpires Association, who Landes felt was not doing 
a good job and in fact doing more good for the owners 
and the league than the umpires. Reynolds was fired at 
the meeting.

(2) That umpires should support even one lodge brother 
who is being unfairly treated and strike is necessary 
(3) That the Umpires Association should have made a 
more thorough investigation into the case of A1 Salerno 
and Bill Valentine, umpires fired a few years back be­ 
cause, they contended, of their union organizing activi­ 
ties. (The National Labor Relations Board took the case 
and decided the former umpires did not have enough 
proof.) “ Feeney found out about what I said at the last 
meeting,” said Landes. “ Someone leaked it to him."

When they could have assigned me 
near my home, they assigned me across the country,” 
he said. 
“ And through the years I was talked to confidentially 
about toning down my activities but I refused to let them 
bend me. The league couldn’t twist me. I’m blunt. I’m 
honest. I do what I think is right. That’s an umpire’s 
work, and I’ve patterned my life on this philosophy.” 
Landes said that he has had personal problems over 
the years, and wondered if they had anything to do with 
his dismissial.

The long and short 


of acting for Belita 


She plays lead 
in new AHC comedy 


When Belita Moreno sings the number “Shy” to express her feelings after 
swimming a moat three times in pursuit of the prince she wants to marry, 
she will probably come off very funny to the audience. For the role is her 
commodity. 
There is no reason she won't make us laugh hard as the athletic pea- 
detecting Cinderella in “Once Upon a Mattress,” which opens Thursday at 
Allan Hancock College and continues through March 11. She did as Josie in 
“George M” and as Miss Prism in “The Importance of Being Earnest” and 
as the store clerk in “ Hello, Dolly!” Many Hancock theater-goers said as 
much. 
Comedy is Miss Moreno’s commodity and she knows it. But for this 1971 
college graduate with a professional acting major who teaches creative 
dramatics at AHC, besides being a scholarship drama student at AHC, 
comedy has also been her chain. 
Last October she was cast in her first serious role as Hannah Jelkes in 
“The Night of the Iguana”. Belita, 23, a stage veteran with seven or eight 
years experience, was petrified. 
“In fact, I scared Marley (Donovan Marley, drama department head at 
Hancock) even for a couple of weeks. He told me after ‘You had me scared. 
You were so convinced that I had miscast you that I started being convinced 
I had miscast you.,” she related last week. 
Belita knows all the tricks of comedy, what will make an audience laugh. 
“Timing,” she emphasizes “is the whole basis for it (comedy), setting up 
and punching a line,” But tragedy is a different set of tricks, unknown to 
her. 
All she could think of was Deborah Kerr, Deborah Kerr. 
Once in the “ Iguana” role, Belita found it difficult to cope with. Hannah’s 
fate of being left alone was too similiar to her childhood fear: “My family is 
really close knit, real close. And I had this horrible feeling that I would be 
the last one, I use to dream this all the time, that I wouid be the only one left 
out of my family. My parents were gone, my sister was gone. I’d be the only 
one left and it was awful for me . . . it still makes me sad ” 


Consequently, it bothered her when people came up after the show, saying 
she was really good or they liked her second act more than her first act. 
For Belita to play Hannah it was not a job as she looks upon acting. It was 
living it. 
“Everyone I loved and experienced would be on that stage with me that 
night and it seemed so cruel that someone was able to come up and tell me 
they liked my life and my second act was better than my first. . . everybody 


thought ‘Oh God, she is good’ and I used to think ‘Oh kids, that ’s really me. 
That’s the other side of the coin. ” 
Sitting on a small couch in a small house she rents in Santa Maria, Belita 
sums up the “Iguana” experience as a growing one — the common but 
worthwhile value: 
She learned what drama and making drama work is all about. Before 
“Iguana” she thought of herself as a performer (always aware of the 
audience), not an actress. She learned that as an actress “ You draw 
parallels between yourself and the character, what you have in common 
with the character and those things inside yourself. Those characteristics 
are the one you blow up. .. ” 
Belita only now realizes another side to acting because comedy has been 
her commodity. And this is because in high school in Dallas, Texas and in 
college at Southern Methodist University she was cast — always — in Josie 
and Miss Prism roles. This was because of Belita’s height. 
If you asked, she would probably tell you she is five feet even. Her resume 
reads five feet one inch. But, if its a warm afternoon and she is drinking diet 
cola and talking freely, Belita may tell you the accurate figure. 
“ It is hard to cast me in a tragedy,” she admits. “ If you have a leading 
man five eleven, it’s a joke . . . so they say ‘just go ahead and use her for the 
commodity she is best at." 
A short person can always be placed in comedy, she says. 
Today Belita says she is proud of being short."It’s like Marley tells m e,” 
she said “he says to cast you well they have to build a show around you 
almost . . . it’s an asset now because you know they can’t stick me in the 
corner. You sure can’t put me in a normal size chorus line. There would be 
just this one dip in the line. ” 
Either she will be cast well or not at all. “ And I’d rather do that than have 
mediocrity,” Belita stated. 
It seem s that with “Once Upon a M attress.” Marley is heeding his own 
wisdom and Belita is getting her way. She has been cast well as the show is 
built around her, the leading lady. 
She is elated about this role, in fact. 
In terms of her future in theater and comedy she knows: “ I have a real 
interest in my personal life because what I have to offer theater mostly is 
my way of living, my happiness . . . comedy, that’s my commodity. That’s 
where I’ll mostly be cast until I could make a name for myself. Then 
somebody would have the strength to cast me in serious stuff. But until then 
it will be comedy. And the only time I do comedy really is when I am happy. 
So I have to pay attention to my personal life.” — S T.

Classical guitarist 
Parkening at AHC 
for March 1 concert 


At twenty-two years of age, Christopher Parkening is 
hailed as America’s first important classical guitarist. 
His first nation-wide tour of the U.S. took place in season 
1968-69 while he was still in his senior year at the 
University of Southern California. 
One of his stops on that tour was Allan Hancock 
College. He is returning to Hancock College Thursday at 
8 p.m. in the Sports Pavilion. Tickets to the concert are 
now on sale at the campus box office <WA 2-8313) or at 
the Music Box in Lompoc 
A native of California, Parkening began studing the 
guitar at age eleven with the noted guitarist Celedomo 
Romero and his son Pepe Romero who were his teachers 
for four years. 
In 1964, he studied interpretation with Piatigorsky, and 
in July of that year he received a full scholarship to the 
first U.S. Master Class of Andres Segovia, held at the 
University of California at Berkeley. The youngest of 
nine students from all over the world who were invited 
by Segovia, Parkening was also one of three chosen to 
solo on the televised program of that master class. In 
April of 1966 he again received a full scholarship to study 
with Maestro Segovia in a master class at the Winston- 
Salem School of the Arts in North Carolina Here he was 
singled out to play for Mme. Segovia after the sessions. 
In March 1963, Parkening had made his formal debut 
at the age of fourteen in UCLA’s Royce Hall playing the 
“Concerto in D for Guitar and Orchestra” by the late 
Mario Castelnuovo - Tedesco with the Young Musicians 
Foundation Orchestra. A group which honors young 
musicians with study and performing grants, the 
Foundation chose Parkening at the first guitarist to 
receive one of their awards 
A former scholarship student at USC, Parkening is 
now, in spite of his youth, a professor, full-time 
instructor of the classical guitar, and head of the 
department there with three teaching assistants at the 
school of music. 
He has been a guest soloist with more than twenty 
orchestras in California, and with all the major 
orchestras of the Los Angeles area, including the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic, the Pasadena Symphony and the 
California Chamber Symphony.

When Melvin Oakes is working his 
“Marvello, The Mechanical Man” 
act, he thinks people are attracted 
because of his offer of $100 
for a 
smile and a new car for a laugh. 
“To try to win my money,” he 
s a y s 
w i t h o u t 
h e s i t a t i o n , 
emphasizing 
“ win 
my 
money.” 
That’s why they come. 
But 
O akes 
underesti mates 
himself. He is a character out of 
“The Adventures of Tom Sawyer”. 
He is a throwback to the long gone 
time of the classical world when 
less 
than 
noble 
entertainers 
(acrobats, dancers, mimics, animal 
trainers, 
storytellers, magicians) 
wandered across Europe 
Although Oakes doesn’t realize it, 
he is like a symbol of adventure to a 
boy’s imagination - those boys who 
want to run away to join a circus or 
a commune (or whatever they want 
to join these days). He is also a 
symbol of past foolish ideas and 
foolish wants to middle aged men — 
those men who wanted to join the 
circus, 
but didn’t. 
Instead they 
settled for a conventional family-job 
life. 
When Oakes performed in Lompoc 
last week, while visiting his son 
Mike Oakes and wife Flo, 1104 N. 
Lupine, this seemed so obvious 


One afternoon Oakes, dressed in 
black slacks, shoes, tie, white shirt 
and 
dinner 
jacket , 
walked 
unhurriedly 
down 
the 
Lompoc 
Shopping Center sidewalk. Some 
kids 
followed. 
About 
ten other 
people waited for him to begin his 
act in front of Penney’s where a new 
car 
was 
displayed 
as 
serious 
business. 
A small crowd formed around 
Oakes. As he set up a tape recorder, 
a boy asked him what he does. 
“ Nothing, I get paid for doing 
nothing,” he answered smiling. 
Then he explained to the eager 
group that he will shortly become 
“Marvello, The Mechanical Man” 
and if you can make him smile you’ll 
be $100 richer and if you can make 
him laugh you have a new car for 
your garage. 
Come on, its all for fun Won’t cost 
you anything to try. I’m looking for 
talent. The show business world is 
begging for more Flip Wilsons. Tell 
me your funniest joke. Whisper it in 
my ear if you have too I’ve been 
everywhere and seen everything, 
you won t shock me You can tickle 
me if you want. Think funny for 
money. How about you, boy. 
After the introduction, he played 
back the tape aloud, put on white 


gloves, 
and 
suddenly 
became 
Marvello. He looked straight ahead 
His arms were bent. He did not 
move. 
Two girls giggled and Marvello 
shifted his stiff body toward the 
other side of the crowd. But he was 
unaware that one bold girl had her 
face about two inches away from his 
head and he turned to meet her 
staring face. 
This was very funny and everyone 
laughed 
— 
everyone 
except 
Marvello. He soon stared down the 
girl. 
He walked toward another 
young girl but she ran away. People 
said “ Is he real?” “ He can’t smile. 
There is something the matter with 
him .” “ He had an operation.” 
Someone laughed and whispered a 
joke (at the same time) in his ear. 
Marvello expressed less emotion 
than Mr. Spock 
For 20 minutes these antics went 
on. But during the show most adults 
walked 
passed. 
Some 
stopped 
briefly, then walked on. The crowd 
was 
made 
up 
mostly 
of kids, 
teenagers, and three or four adults. 


Maybe those uninterested adults 
thought the whole thing was absurd 
They were certainly unimpressed 
The young, however, enjoyed the act 
and they were fascinated with this 
small 
man 
of 
thick 
eyebrows, 
narrow 
shoulders, silver 
sprayed 
hair, and light pink painted face. 
The reason for diverse reactions 
is a matter of how they imagine the 
world can be, thought this writer. 
Of course, no one made Marvello 
smile or laugh that afternoon No 
one has done that since Oakes 
started the act 40 years ago 


“ I worked with Eddie Canter 
down at the Fox Theater in Atlanta 
in 1934 and I give him credit for 
writing to Bob Ripley about me. Bob 
would write anything in his believe 
it or not column and Bob gave me 
the name of the man without nerves 
for going eight hours and 20 minutes 
without batting an eye,” Oakes 
boasted. 
The 
audience 
this 
afternoon 
quickly noted that Marvello did not 
blink Why don’t you blink? 
“ It’s just a nervous habit. Why do 
you blink9 You don’t have too. You 
can't 
take 
care 
of 
it 
without 
b l i n k i n g , ” 
he 
a n s w e r e d 
ambiguously. 
How did you learn the Marvello 
act? 
“Learn? No one learns. You can 
do it. It's easy.There is nothing to it. 
I just saw a man do it on stage back 
in 
1918 
He 
was 
with 
Keyes 
Vaudeville. Back then he and his 
partner were getting $750 a week I 
figured I could do it,” he said 
But how did you learn? 
“I just told a man I could do it and 
I did it and I found 1 could do it and 1 
just kept on doing it,” he vaguely 
answered. 
It doesn’t look like an easy thing 
to do. 
“ It is. I could teach you in two 
weeks so you can do it as well as 1 
can. Now if you have a $1,000 to 
invest I’ve got a pupil,” he laughed. 
Oakes explained it’s a matter of 
concentration, mind over matter. 
He is in control of every muscle in 
his body. 
It’s not self-hypnosis, 
although he is a hypnotist. And he 
has never had a special operation to 
prevent 
him 
from laughting or 


smiling when he wants. 
Since 1932 Oakes has made a good 
living out of not smiling. He works 
night clubs, shopping centers, new 
auto and mobile home shows from 
coast to coast. He charges $200 a day 
for his services. People, even many 
adults he professed, patronize these 
places when they hear about him. 
They want his money, Oakes 
believes. 
There was one time Marvello 
almost broke his stoic expression A 
man in Ohio ran up, threw his arms 


around him and kissed him on the 
forehead, saying “Papa, Papa! It’s 
me, Ernie, your son who left Puerto 
Rico 14 years ago!” 


“ Don’t 
you 
remember 
me, 
Papa?” 
The 
crowd 
and 
Oakes 
thought this too funny, but Oakes 
didn’t even grin. 
Today, he lives in Greenboro, 
N.C., with his second wife and 
worksy at age 73, 25 weeks a year. He 
earns $18,000 to $20,000 and he loves 
his work, whatever reasons people 
come to see him. — S T.

Restaurant. No public agenda has been 
prepared for the meeting but it is certain 
that a great deal of general discussion will 
take place. 


Preparation of the Lompoc city budget 
is beginning and it is certain that the 
Council 
m em bers 
will 
expect 
a 
stewardship report from the LVED on the 
expenditure of tax dollars which goes 
toward support of the industry-promotion 
unit. LVED is supported both by tax 
contribution and voluntary pledges from 
individuals 
and 
businesses. 
The 
city 
budgets $20,000 for economic development. 


In its two years of formal existence, the 
Lompoc Valley Economic Development 
Association has had little success. No new

industry has located in the area during this 
time 
unless 
one 
counts 
last 
week's 
announcement of a five or six-man office 
moving 
from 
Vandenberg 
Village 
to 
Lompoc. However, industrial promotion is 
not an easy task. It is a highly competitive 
field and success comes hard. 
We suspect that the City Council will do 
some strong probing tonight of the LVED. 
It is unfortunate, however, that the 
Council and the LVED saw fit to declare 
such an important meeting a “ dinner 
meeting. " We believe that the session is of 
extreme public importance. Certainly the 
meeting is open to the public, but the 
public has a definite reluctance to attend 
“dinner" meetings despite the importance 
of the subject. It is our opinion that all 
joint dinner meetings by the City Council 
and other public bodies be discontinued 
unless they are deemed “social 
rather 
than “ business." 


The Chen case 


In the old days, disputes would 
rage over whether Owen Lattim ore 
was or was not a great adm irer of 
Stalin, or Mao Tse-tung. It was 
generally 
conceded 
that 
nothing 
could really be said plausibly in 
favor of people who were proved to 
be adm irers of ruthless dictators, so 
that the tactic was alm ost always 
for those on the defensive to deny, or 
to explain, or to justify, a rem ark, 
or a book, or an association. It isn’t 
that way at all any more, not at all. 
Consider the case 
of Mr. Jack Chen. 
He 
was 
recently 
hired by the New 
York 
State 
E du­ 
cation D epartm ent 
as a consultant to 
h e l p 
d e v e l o p 
courses on Chinese 
studies. 
Someone 
noticed 
that 
Mr. 
Chen 
had 
had 
a 
r a t h e r 
r e g u l a r 
record of 
proChinese Com munist flackery, 
and raised the point publicly. F a r 
from denying it, Mr. Chen gave an 
interview 
to 
AP 
which 
w as 
headlined: 
“Chen 
U nabashed- 
Admirer of M ao.” The news story 
routinely relays the datum that Mr. 
Chen, born in Trinidad, has “ since 
1938 
served 
off-and-on 
as 
a 
spokesman and publicist for the 
Communists.” So what? Mr. Chen is 
saying. 
The controversy escalated when 
the sainted junior senator from New 
York publicly opposed retaining Mr. 
Chen, on the grounds, among others, 
that 
no 
p ro g ram 
of 
stu d ies 
‘designed by him (is likely to be) 
objective.” And now there is furor, 
and Senator Buckley and other New 
York legislators have been roundly 
chastised 
by the Albany Times- 
Union 
“ Such 
a t t a c k s 
b o r d e r 
on 
hysteria, 
said the newspaper. Well, 
actually, 
they 
don’t 
border 
on 
hysteria, but that is polemical hors 
d ’oeuvre, forget it 
“ The m ajor 
issue here,” says the paper, “ is not 
whether Mr. Chen is a Communist, 
or whether he might say or teach 
something positive about the Red 
Chinese government and way of life. 
The m ajor issue is whether we in 
this nation, 
including the young 
people in our school systems, are 
going to be told by the politicians 
what should be studied and who 
should teach it.” 
But 
the 
issue 
is 
very 
much 
whether Mr. Chen is a Communist, 
and for very solid reasons. Just to 
begin with, the highest court in the 
state of 
New 
York, 
in 
1947 
in 
Mencher v. Chesley, pronounced 
that to be called a Communist m the 
state of New York was delam atory 
per se, Much has changed, but the 
e x i g e n c i e s 
of 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
diplomacy 
are 
not 
supposed 
to 
readjust m oral judgm ents. In other 
words, w hatever it was that m ade it 


despicable to be pro-Commumst in 
the 40’s and 50’s presum ably lingers 
in the tablets of public conduct. I.e., 
Am ericans are still supposed to hold 
in contem pt those who side with 
totalitarian dictators who torture 
their own people and seek to export 
their tyrannies. 


Now on the interesting point that 
it is politicians who are seeking to 
instruct 
the 
New 
York 
State 
Education D epartm ent, surely the 
politicans 
have 
been 
guided 
by 
educators. It was back in 1950 that 
the 
presidents 
of 
some 
highly 
respected colleges, composing the 
educational policies commission of 
t h e 
N a t i o n a l 
E d u c a t i o n a l 
Association, pronounced it as their 
verdict that Com m unists should not 
be hired to teach. 


The presidents of H arvard and 
Yale 
and Columbia 
signed 
that 
report, and a year or two later 
Professor Sidney Hook wrote a book 
called 
"H eresy Yes! 
Conspiracy 
No!” 
in 
which 
he 
drew 
the 
distinction between hiring a m ere 
heretic, and hiring a Com munist, 
who is disciplined to represent his 
slave-master, and lie as necessary 
to protect him. Thus Mr. Chen, who 
is in his own words an unabashed 
adm irer of Mao Tse-tung, is hardly

in his decision that we m ust improve 
relations with this m assive land.” 
As a m a tte r of fact, that is true But 
it is true for reasons nobody should 
be proud of: nam ely that in his 
conduct in China, Mr. Nixon refused 
to observe those nice distinctions

Big weeds and little weeds; strong 
weeds and shy weeds. But weeds all 
the same. In m y garden, the weed I 
m ost hate to see is oxalis. It is 
beautiful — the leaves look like 
sham rocks and the brilliant yellow 
flower is stunning. As a kid we 
enjoyed chewing on the stem s and 
called it “ sour g ra ss.” But try to kill 
it.

Pulling only aggravates 
the m atter because each stem that 
is seen above ground is connected to 
dozens of tiny roots. Each root has 
at its end a sm all bulb. When the 
plant is pulled it leaves all the bulbs 
in the ground to produce dozens of 
plants the next year. The only way is 
to kill it through the foliage and that 
I c a n ’t seem to accomplish. I would 
welcome a sure-fire solution to my 
problem. 
Actually, w hat brought this weed 
business to mind is the condition of 
the famous Trailing African Daisy 
patch at the Wye. All the rain and 
w arm w eather have encouraged the 
weeds 
to 
grow 
abundantly.

rem em ber there w ere some offers 
from youth groups to help the city 
take care of this flower bed. Now is 
a glorious tim e for them to com e to 
the aid of their city. That will leave 
the city em ployees free to weed the 
tree wells and around the planters in 
the street dividers. 


Each year in the Spring my feet 
begin to itch for open fields and back
